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MEDITATIONS. 

** The * go-ahead' of the hrave and eccentric Crocket, 
kas become the watchword of the age. In every de- 
partment of civilized life — ^in literature, in science, in 
the mechanical arts, and in the labors of the field, all 
seem to listen with delight to this spirit-stirring talis- 
man, and rush onward with redoubled energy to wealth 
and greatness. 

<< The march of mind is onward; our means of educa- 
tion are enlarging and ejctending their enlightening in- 
fluence all over the land ; new discoveries are daily 
adding to the rich legacy of former times ; the power 
of Steam is applied to almost every purpose of public 
enterprise or private utility in which speed is to be ob- 
tained or labor performed. Steamboats, capable of 
contending with obstacles before insurmountable — rail- 
roads, which will soon enable the staid home-bred far- 
mer to make the ^tour of the State in the same time 
which it would take him to traverse his own domain — 
cotton factories, iron foundries, mills, turners of spits, 
and diggers of potatoes, are hurried in their multifari- 
ous vocations as if endowed with life and intelligence. 
'Each, element — each distinct particle of the material 
world seems capable, by some strange combination 
with others, of almost assuming consciousness and 
vitality, when touched by the magic wand of intelkHt. 
Even the man of science is astonished at his own dis- 
coveries, and .the artizan gazes in wonder upon the 
mindless materials which his ingenuity has put in mo- 
tion. The tiller of the soil is proud of his vocation, 
and labosB with a good ^heart, for he knows that peace 
and plenty smile upon |^ — free from domestic want

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and all external oppression, he sits down in the blissftif 
fruition of his hopei, under his own vine and fig tree, and 
feels a security that there id none to make him afraid. 

*< The result of these improvements is a more rapid 
increase of the population and wealth of the country — 
the transmisisidn of articles of commerce by means of 
the variouaf modes of conveyance, by the railroads noW 
in successful operation, the palaces on the lakes, and 
gondolas on (he canals, not forgetting the services of 
that noble arimal whose race has ever been a terror iii 
war and a friend in peace, rendering at once a free in- 
terchange of thoughts, feelings and opinions between 
each distinct community within the continent; and with- 
in the compact' thus keeping alive a consciousness of 
brotherhood which renders, and long may it render our 
country * one and inseparable.' 

" Within the last fifty years, mighty changes have 
been wrought in the relative importance and geographi- 
cal extent of these United' States. New-England, once 
the nucleus around which gathered the hopes of our in- 
fant counfry — ^the centre of strength and power, to 
whose puritan arm the few and feeble branches of this 
great famfly of republics looked for protection. But 
the scene has changed. The western ^drld has been 
explored, and the- enterprise, integrity' and wealth of 
New-England have contributed largeljT ill rendering it 
one of the most opulent and powerful' portions of the 
continent New' Stktes have dtisen, as if by magic; 
and every year adds thousands to the throngs who have 
left their father-land to rear their uprooted altars amld^ 
the charms of the western wilderness, to |ather the 
promised reward to an honest%idustry and enferprisf.^ 




CITY OF BUFFALO. 

This Citt is situated in the County of Brie, and 
State of New- York, in lat 4^ 60' north, and longitude 
HW^ 22' 37" west from Greenwich, at ^ eastern extrem- 
ity of Lake Erie, at its conflux with the Niagara River. 

The land now occupied by the city, previous to 1801 
was an Indian settlement of a few huts, and called hy 
them Tehoseroron, being included in the purchase 
made by the Holland Land Company. * In 1802, that 
Company sent on an agent and commenced a setde- 
ment. In 1812, it became the military depot for the * 
army, then ordered to rendezvous for the protecticm of >•* ^ 

the frontier. 

On the 30th December, 1813, the British and their | 

allies, the Indians, crossed the Niagara River, at Black * 

Hock, near where the ferry now is, and marched oBy^to 
this place, aild halted on what is now known by the * * 
comer of Main and Niagara streets. The late Stephen 
K. Grosvenor, and others, had a four pound cannon, 
imd with a good supply of grape, mowed a clean swarth 
through the ranks of the enemy, until the piece became < 

heated and dismounted, when Affj retreated. The 
troops had retreated sometime bdEbie. In one short j 

hour the village was in a blaase, and all except two 
buildings, soon reduced to ashes. Part of the militfury \ 

stores were removed to the plains and saved. The 
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enemy did not tarry long. Before daylight they had 
re-cros8ed the river, taking many of the inhabitants 
prisoners, whom they conveyed to Montreal, sufiermg 
from the want of clothing and other necessaries of life^ 
Nor were those much less fortunate who, by flight, es- 
caped captivity. Their little all was gone; and the few 
that letarned had not the means to* ze-build their houses 
<^-^it wfts a calamity to be^iffeaded. 

Shortly after, 4he AizieTican ^Trces retaliated for ^e 
aanuilt ioxly 3^ 1814, the Ameiican army, under 
€^. Btownj captured Fort Ekrie^ ia command of Major 
Btfrk;aiidon the '4th of July, 1814, the eitizens that 
returned to Bufialo, had the proud satisfaction of seeing 
the ' stars and stripes floating upon the ramparts of' the 
Fort on the western baaak of the Niagara. The next 
day Oen^ Brown drove the British regulars from the 
pkfliKi of Chippewa, at the teiariflc order of ♦* charge !'' 
On the 35th July, the enemy having mustered again in 
force. Gen; Brown gatei them battle at the ciitaract, 
where Generals 'Bii^wn' and 3cott were wounded, and 
the British Geo. Riall, taken prisoner. On the 7th Au- 
gust, medsen^rs arrived, bringing intelligence that the 
British and Indians^ 1506 strong, were on the march 
for Buflalo. Major Morgan,' from Kentucky, who had 
just aflrrived with a detachment of <»40j?iflemeny march- 
ed to give them battle. When he arrived at Scajaqua. 
die's Greek, he placed timber for atteoiporary breast- 
work, and destroyed the bridge. The friendly Indians 
and inhabitants marched on a diflfeient route. When 
the^adly flie of 'Morgan's rifles was heard, the vol- 
unteers and Indiana on the ehen^s flank set up such a 
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horrid yell that Col. Tucker ordered an instant retreat 
to his boats. Many were * cut off, and the dark blue 
waters of the Niagara closed over their remains for- 
eyer. This was a proud day fbr Morgan ; but, alas ! 
honor is but an empty bubUe. On the 12th, five days 
afterwards, poor Morgan was mortally wonnded near 
Fort Erie* On the 1 5th the Bntish ag;ain made an at- 
tack on Fort Erie, and were repulsed with the loss of 
600 killed and taken prisoners. On the 17th Sept the 
Americans made a sortie from the fort, and completely 
rocited the British, by whom it was invested. Slio4|y 
after the British abandoned all their posts, on the^ Nia- 
gara river except Fort George. The American troc^s 
destroyed Fort Erie, (its remains are now to be seen 
fiom this city,) and retired to winter quarters. Peace 
followed, and those who were driven from their homes> 
reamed to enjoy once more contentment and happi- 
ness. • 

In October, 1807, Jesse Hawley, of Canandaigua, 
h% the instance of Joseph EUicott, surveyor and agent 
fbr"^e Holland Land Company, commenced a series 
of essays, which Were published in ,the Ontario Mes* { 
senger, proposmg to tap Lake Erie and make a canal 
to the Hudson. Although the proposition was scoffed * 
at by a vast majority, the inhabitants of Buffalo foresaw 
the immense advantages to the place resulting from its 
accomplishment, at once took fire from the then. project- 
ed work, and bent their united energies to urge its un- 
dertaking. Few men of that day, who occupied high 
stations, could be found to second their efforts. The gi- 
ant mind of De Wirr Clinton soon foresaw the advanr<>

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tages to thQ country in its accomplishment.; and by his 
exertions and perseverance alone^ was the Grand Canal 
completed. But it cost him dearly. It is unnecessary 
here to point out the embarrassments under which he 
labored, and the persecutions, as the friend of the im- 
pix>vement9 he met with. He succeeded in its accom- 
plishment — and posterity has done him justice. No 
other man could have accomplished it It now remains, 
a^d ever will, a proud monument to his memory. — 
Without the canal, this place would have remained a 
fd^s^ for years longer ; and instead of our being the 
eighteenth city in the Union, with the son of the great 
benefactor as qpr Mayor, Buffalo would have remSti^ed 
a small, unimportant village; and the carrying trade of 
the lakes would have been conducted either through 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, or the Canadas. 

1813. April 2. The Legislature incorporated the 
village «f Buffalo, and appointed Eli Hart, Zenas W. 
Barker, Ebeneaer Walden, Oliver Forward and Cyre- 
nius Chapin, Trustees, from first January — ^the annual 
election to be held on the first Monday in May every 
year thereafter. 

1815. April. The act was revised and new trustees 
appointed. 

1816. April 5. The act was again revised, and new 
trustees appointed as before; under this act the village 
was much improved. 

1822. April 17. All former acts of incorporation 
were repealed, and a new act passed. 

1826. April 11. Act amended, and additional power 
given to the trustees, with certain water grants for 
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wharvest pierd^ and other puiposes, oo the north side 
of Buffalo Creek. 

1882. April 20. City of Buffalo incorporated. Ev- 
ery year from that time to the present, some amend- 
ment has been made to the charter, until it has finally 
become a compound mass, not to be understood by the 
fathers of the city, or the expounders of Blackstpne. 

Doct. Ebsnkzjsr Jobnson, was the first Mayor of 
the city. He gave ^(doeral satisfaction in the discharge 
of his duties, and may justly be called one of the fa- 
thers of the city. 

From the annexed statement, it will be seen that the 
increase of transportation has been much DM>re rapid 
than could have been reasonably anticipated.

TEMPERANCE SOCIETIES. 



The fbrmation of Temperance Societies, has done 
much for the public good in this city. This cause 
commenced here January 1, 1^38. Among its mem- 
bers and projectors were H. B. Potter, Esq. and Dr. E. 
Johnson. Although the cause lAld many warm sup- 
porters, and continual droppings from the sanctuary 
were lavished in profusion, still drunkenness had the 
ascendancy; and out of a population of 16,158 souls, 
on the first of May, 1839, there ^ras no less than 350 
places in this city, where alcohol was sold to make the 



^. 
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poor poorer^ the moderale drinker a dninkard^ aodibe 
drunkard a brute. The braver generous and noble 
hearted youth were daily falHng a prey to the destroyer; 
every day added a neiv victim upon the altar of shanie 
and disgmoe. The pulpit, the beneh, the bar, the 
counting-house, the study, the store, the office<-*-each 
furnished their quota, ijntil the 18th February, 1841, 
two or three individuals, feeling the deep depravity in 
which the community then was, conGunenced the forma- 
tion of the "Young Meh^s Temperance Society.'^ The 
first meeting was got up with much difficulty — ^the rum 
sellers sending their runners to put down aii^d bring rid- 
icule upon the undertaking. But they did not succeed. 
The Society now numbers about 800 members. 

Shortly after, in consequence of an invitation from a 
gentleman of this city, the Baltimore Pollard Society 
sent on a deputation, consisting of Messrs. Pollard 
and Wright, which led to the formation of the " Pol-» 
lard Society,'' and several others. Buffalo now fur^ 
nishes several missionaries in this cause. 

It will be impossible, before this sheet goes to press, 
to ascertain the number of tippling houses now in this 
city; but the writer will visit them all in his perambu- 
lations, and the result given in the close of the book. 
Among the Societies will he found the names of the 
officers.

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"THE (»PHAN ASYLUM4 

!s an insthtttion of a diciest cIasb. Its objects are 
philanthropic. It was organised in 1985, and incorpo* 
rated in 1887, for the purpose of maintMong orpimi 
children. It now has about fifty childfen in chairgb 
The building is situated on Niagara street, near^ Pros- 
pect HHl. This institution is entirely maintained by 
' private contributions; it has no fund to dmw upon for 
i|s sustenance. It did, indeed, f&t a time, maintain Che 
children from the county Poor House, for the paltry 
pittance of seventy-two cents each per week 5 but they 
are now removed to the county house, on Delaware 
street, under the direction of Mrs. Healy. Although it 
is now in a prosperous condition, and was projected by 
a few benevolent ladies, amon^ whom the late Horn 
Mrs. Wilkeson took a very active and prominent part, 
still, as the institution is not maintained or supported by 
the public, tiie friends of private benevoience will here 
find a rich fidd to aid the orphan and destitute, who 
have no other friend and Ho other protection. Chanty 
to this Society cannot be misapplied. The officers are 
of the first respectability, and their motives cannot be 
misconstrued. It demands from you, my reader, sixk 
encouragement as will make the heart glad to contem- 
plate upon the perfdBnance of so noble an act 

There is also a City Dispensary, and several other 
charitable and benevolent Societies, which aie omitted 
for want of space.

N. B. By the law regulating the collection of posta- 
ges, all newspapers and periodicals having any *< mem- 
orandum in writing'^ on them, are subject to letter pos* 
tage. The Postmaster Grenerai has instructed Doct 
Haddock to charge letter postage on newspapers having 
the name on the same, of any other person, except the 
person to whom the paper is addressed. Should a per- 
son in Chicago, after receiving a newspaper from Spring- 
ville, with his name upon the margin, enclose the same 
in a wrapper, it would be charged as letter postage.<-«- 
The law never contemplated to enforce letter postage 
in 9uch a case, and the Postmaster General's construc- 
tion of the word *' memorandum," is a high handed 
stretch of arrogance and power. Most clearly any 
memorandum written on a newspaper with intention to 
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avoid the payment of letter postage, should in all cases 
be charged, and the offender prosecuted to the full ex- 
tent of the law (a fine of #5.) By the same law the 
wrapper is not considered any part of the paper, and 
any thing may be written on it, as it is the duty of the 
Postmaster to destroy it This arrogant assumption of 
the Postmaster Greneral has put our citizens to much 
trouble, and our Postmaster to unjust censure, as he is 
bound to obey the P. M. Greneral, right or wrong. 

The Post Office is removed to the new fire proof buil- 
ding, comer of Seneca and Washington streets, just 
completed by Wells & Hart, builders, under the immedi- 
ate superintendence of Dr. C. C. Haddock ; which build- 
ing was completed in two months from its projection, 
and will challenge comparison with any other Post Of- 
fice in the country for safety, convenience, durability* 
economy and beauty.

PREAMBLE. 
Whereas, our natipnjal existence is based on the 
principles laid down in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, *^ that all mankind are created equal, and that 
they are endowed by th^ir Creator with certain inalien- 
able rights, among which are life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness;" and whereas, a Aer the lapse of. more 
than sixty years since the faith and honor of the Ame- 
rican people were pledged to this, before Almighty God 
and the world, onensixth part of the nation are held . in 
bondage by their fellow-citizens ; and whereas, slavery 
is contrary to the principles of natural justice, of our 
republican form of government, and of the Christian re- 
ligion, and is greatly hindering the prosperity of the 
country, while it is endangering the peace, union and 
liberties of the states; and whereas, we believe no serine 
of expatriation, either voluntary or by compulsion, can 
remove this great and increasing evil; and whereas, we 
believe that it is pmcticabk, by appeals to the oon- ^ 
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acience, hearts and interests of the people, to awaken 
a public sentiment throi^houl the nation, that will be 
opposed to the contimtanc^ of slavery in any part of the 
republic, and by effecting the speedy abolition of slave- 
ry, prevent a general convulsion ; and whereas, we 
believe that we owe it to the oppressed, and to our fel- 
low-citizens who hold slaves, to posterity, and to God, 
t^ do all that is lawfully in our power to bring about 
the extinction of rfavery, we do hereby agree— (with a 
prayerful reliance on that Being who^'has made of one 
blood all nations of men to dwell on all the face of the 
earth,^^) — to form ourselves into a society to be govern- 
ed by fte following 

CONSTITUTION. 

A&TiCLB 1. — This Society shall be styled the "Buf- 
falo City Anti-Slavbrt Socixtt — Auxiliary to the 
New- York State Anti-Slavery Society.'' 

A»T. 3. — ^The objects of this Society shall be to col- 
lect and diffuse information on the true character of 
slavery; to convince our countrymen of its heinous 
criminality in the sight of God ; to show that the duty, 
safety and interest of all concerned, require its aban- 
donment; and to take all moral, religious and other law- 
ful means to effect a total and immediate abolition of 
slavery in the United States, * 

Abt. 3. — ^This Society shall aim to elevate the char- 
acter and condition of the people of color, by encoura- 
fpjig their intellectual, moral and religious improve- 
ment, by correcting the prejudices of public opinion, 
and by endeavoring to obtain for our colored fellow-citi- 
zens an equality with the whites of civil, religious and 
political privileges* 

Abt. 4. — This Society distinctly recognizes and cor- 
dially approves the plan of political organization in be- 
half of the slave ; it believes that the time has come 
when the ballot box — ^that powerful engine in a repub- 
lican government — should be brought to bear upon the 
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mementous question of human liberty; and it coniidentiy 
asserts that no consistent al|jj|itionist can sanction or 
support any ticket which may emanate from any party 
that, either directly or indirectly, connives at the exis- 
tence of slavery. In order the more speedily and effec- 
tually to abolish this tremendous evil, it shall be the 
duty of all the members of this Society to endeavor, by 
" speaking the truth in love,^' to convert their neighboii^ 
and the citizens generally, to the great principles of hu- 
man rights, and such of them as vote, earnestly urged 
to give their suffrages and influence, at every election, 
in favor of the liberty ticket, unless they believe the 
candidate or candidates are wanting in ability, iKegrity 
or devotion to the cause. 

Art. 5. — Any person who agrees with the principles 
of this Constitution, may, on signing the same, be a 
member of the Society, and shall be entitled to vote at 
its meetings. 

Art. 6. — The officers of the Society shall be a Pres- 
ident, three Vice Presidents, a Treasurer, a^Coriespon^ 
ding and a Recording Secretary, a Librarian, and five 
Managers — all of whom shall constitute the Executive 
Committee of the Society, to whom shall be entrusted 
the disposition of the Society^s funds, and the general 
management of its afi^rs. Five shall constitute a quo- 
rum. 

Art. 7.— a meeting of the Society shall be held an- 
nually, on the last Monday in November, at which time 
an annual report shall be made by the Executive Coti% 
mittee, and the officers be elected, who are to serve one 
year. Other meetings of the Society shall be called 
whenever the Executive Committee shall authortoe the 
same, or on written application of ten members of the 
Society.
